For parents expecting their child- 
ren to start cheir education in the 
new year, the ban has come as a 
surprise. 

Neigh Inuring authorities such as 
Brent and Hounslow— both Labour 
cpntro led— will bo hurriedly asses- 
sing tlie possible impact on their 
schools. 

In Hounslow, three primary 
schools close to Ealing have tradi- 


tionally taken a handful of children 
from across the boundary— and 
Ealing has paid for them. 

Mr Mike Nicholls, chairman of 
Hounslowjs Education Committee, 
is expecting more parents to opt 
for tlie Hounslow schools ; but his 
committee must decide on tiio 
legality and desirability of rate- 
Payers supporting Ealing school- 
children. 

Hounslow Will be particularly 
attractive to Ealing parents since 
it already takes !»0 per cent of 
three year-olds and all those four- 
year-olds who want to stmt school 
early.

Big surplus of science staff expected 


by Bob Doc 

The present shortage of science 
teachers could be reversed so dram- 
atically in tiro next 10 years that 
i lie retirement age may have to be 
dropped to f>5 or less to get rid of 
tiro surplus. This is the startling 
implication of figures presented at 
the annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion' for Science Education by Dr 
Jeff Kirkham, science adviser for 
Leicestershire. 

Figures oluuiuud from the Depart- 
ment of Education and Science by 
Di Kirkhmii show schools short of 
1,150 biology, 1,050 chemistry 
teachers and 2,400 physics teachers. 
The total number of qualified 
science teacher* in secondary 
schools in Englund und Wales is 
lt>,000. 

Out there is pressure for more 
science to he taught to more pupils 
as. |5art of a common core. One 
suggestion is that on average pupils 
should spend about one sixth of 
their time doing science up to the 
ugc nf 1G. 

With Hit average staffing ratio of 
18:1, this means that in 1981, with

3.700.000 children in secondary 
schools, 34,260 science teacher's 
will be needed, and 8,200 more for 
sixth form work. By 1981, therefore, 

42.000 science teachers would be 
needed, although as Dr Kirkham 
says it is unlikely that 6,000 extra 
can be found in time. 

By 1992, how ever, the numbers 
of pupils will fall to 2,850,000 and 


only ubout 28,500 science Teachers 
will be needed. That will be 7,500 


fewer than the present numbers. 

According to Dr Kirklmm, the 
age .structure of the profession is 
such that natural wastage Is un- 
likely to resolve this, particularly as 
a higher proportion of science tea- 
chers than other teachers nre aged 
less than 34. If the situation 
stabilizes, by 1992 the equivalent of 
every science teacher at present 
aged 40 or more will have to bo 
retired to keep to the numbers 
required. 

At present science teacher num- 
bers ure increasing in number at the 
rate of 800 a year, in spite of the 
loss of 1,000 a year to other job9, 
retirement or maternity. Tho largest 
growth is In biology teachers, and 
one danger is that as the pressures 
to shed staff Increase, physics tea- 


chers— who ure host able to find 
jobs elsewhere — will be the first to 
go, exacerbating still further the 
acute shoringcs in tliut subject. 

Because of the comparatively 
young age at which many science 
teachers ure promoted to heads of 
department ov scale posts, there will 
be considerable frustration for those 
just behind them, Dr Kirkham told 
the conference. 

9 Teachers should be paid more to 
overcome the serious shortage of 
science teachers, Sir Norman 
Lindop, Director of Hatfield Poly- 
technic, told the ASE. “Is it too 
much to nsk to offer some financial 
inducement for science teaching ? ” 
he said. 

Teachers in general should get 
more. Salurics in the prof ess ion 
were no longer competitive. But In 
return they would have to accept 
the need for professional standards 
and conduct. These included a 
reduction In the variety of forms of 
teacher training and toe setting up 
of a national teachers council. 

Sir Norman predicted a contrac- 
tion in some forms of higher educa- 
tion. The proportion going on to

Boyson warning 
on university 
student militants

Dr Rhode 5 Boyson, Under Secre- 
tary for Education, lia.s warned that 
militant behaviour liy students may 
threaten the future of Britain's 
universities. 

Speaking nt the National Union 
of Students’ universities' confer- 
ence in Coventry at ihe weekend, 
hi* said : ** The future of universi- 
ties and the level of student sup- 
port will in tiro long, and even the 
short run, depend upon the respect 
with which They are held bv the 
general public. 

"ILvory unpleasant demonstra- 
tion,' every sit-in disturbing student 
studies and administrative action, 
every objectionable incident, every 
wild exaggeration of a student 
leader wiir inevitably damage not 1 
only the image and inter osts of 
hundreds of thousands of students 
who work conscientiously day by 
day but also the standing of univer- 
sities themselves” 

Later the students passed over- 
whelmingly a resolution urging that 
all lecturers should attend compul- 
sory training courses hi teaching 
skills when they arrive on the 
campus.

“ No pupils’ programme should be 
wholly deficient in the arts and 
applied crafts.” There were various 
ways of providing aesthetic and cre- 
ative experience through music, 
drama, art or crafts, and for design- 
ing and making through craft design 
and technology or through home 
economics or needlework. While 
they -were all different, they had 
some valuable feature? in common, 
and all pupils shobd be able to 
select from among these. 

Social education 

“Rather more difficult decisions 
arise in relation to social and politi- 
cal education. Schools quite 
commonly offer a choice from his- 
tory, geography, economics or some 
form of social or environmental 
studies and there clearly are some 
overlapping interests and skills 
which pupils could be expected to 
derive from them, 

"It is questionable whether, in 
view of the way these subjects have 
developed over recent years, young 
people will derive enough of what 
they need to know from a choice 
of only one of them.” 

History 

"There is in particular a strong 
case for maintaining some study 
of history in the final secondary 
years. A proper appreciation of 
the cultnre and traditions of this 
country, and of rights and respon- 
sibilities In a democratic com- 
munity, requires some historical 

pe ”^any V of the ideas with which 
pupils may ongugc through history, 
and the nature of the oviaence thoy 
may uoed to assess, require o 
maturity of thought which few 
children have attained by tho age 
of 14 when many of them at prosent 
drop history.” 

Personal development 

Religious education, the study of 
personal relationships, moral educa- 
tion, health education, community 
studies and community sorvica 
could all contribute to personal and 
social development. Careers educa- 
tion, work experience and ail intro- 
duction to tho environmental, eco- 
nomic and political concerns of 
adults vvero also important, though 
these end other aspect? of general 
education would not necessarily 
appear as specific Items on the 
timetable. 

A curriculum with a large com- 
mon element did not mean there 
would bo no room for choice. 
Options would provide the neces- 
sary opportunities for new or 
additional subjects or give tinto to 
extend compulsory subjects. 

"Within such a framework some 
vocational interest can be intro- 
duced cither in the form of optional 
subjects — commerce for example — 
01< as an extension of compulsory 
subjects into studies involving more 
specific applications. For example, 
technology might appear here either 
as a course in its own right- or as i 
Hu extension of .sciunce or craft." 

Primary 

"Anxiety is sometimes expressed 
that maintaining a wide curriculum 
In primary schools may be possible 
only at the expense of the essential 
elementary skill? of reading writing 
and mathematics. The evidence 
trom the HMI survey of primary 
education in England does not bear 
out that anxiety. A broad curric- 
ulum can Include many oppor- 
junitles for the application and 
practice of the skills of writing, 
T M ing a n d calculating."

Impractical girls just lack confidence

A lack of confidence on the part of 
meuy girls explains tho superior 
aclucvemeiH of boys in maths and 
science. Dr Elizabeth Fenncma of 
the University of Wisconsin told a 
Cambridge conference on sex 
differentiation and schooling last 
week. 

Dr Fcnnema, who has spent many 
years researching into sex differ- 
ences and the Learning of mathe- 
matics, said that she no longer 
thought there was a direct relation- 
ship between visual-spatial skills 
(the ability to solve problems in- 
volving an understanding of sliapes 
and structures) and mathematical 
ability. Thus the poorer perform- 
ance of girls in visual-spatial tests 
did not account for their under- 
achievement In maths, as was com- 
monly held, she said. 

Her theory means tliat there is 
no biological difference between 
boys and girls which would make 
boys better at maths. It under- 
mines years of assumptions about 
the different achievement of boys 
and girls in maths and science sub- 
jects. 


Dr Fennema was speaking at Sex 
Differentiation und Schooling, a 
conference organized by Mr Michael 
Marl and, the new head of (he ILEA 
experimental North Westminster 
School. 

Dr Fennema agreed with previous 
research that girls start to fall be- 
hind in mathematics at about tho 
same time as they start to fall be- 
hind in visual-spatial tests at the 
beginning of secondary school. 

But, she says, this is accidental : 
performance in a subject appears to 
be related to confidence and there is 
evidence that children are more con- 
fident in those subjects which they 
consider appropriate and useful to 
their sex. Mathematic? hod long 
been considered a male domain— 
especially by boys — and this assump- 
tion seems to be transmitted to girls 
from an early ago. 

She concluded that teachers must 
persuade both boys and girl? that 
girl? should study mathematics. Lack 
of confidence means that far fewer 
girls opt to take mathematics in 
senior classes. Since they are taught 
less, they learn less. 


Even when they do take mathe- 
matics, girls tend to get a far 
smaller share of tho teacher’s time. 
Throughout sdiool, boys — especially 
noisy, high-ability boys — get a dis- 
proportionate share of rhe teacher's 
attention, thus reinforcing the 
already harmful, effect of sexual 
stereotypes on girls’ achievements. 

Her findings, based on research 
in Madison, Wisconsin, were 
supported by British speakers from 
the floor. 

Dr Fenncma was one of four 
North American academics, flown 
over to address the conference, who 
have been looking at why girls 
tend to perforin better than boys 
during the primary years— but then 
fall behind. 

Dv Carol Jacklin, author with 
Eleanor Maccoby of the Influential 
study “ The Psydiology of Sex 
DIE I oronccs ", studied tlie careers 
of 200 children from birth to tho 
start of school. She concluded that 
when they arrived at school boys 
tended to be mpue demanding, 
while girl? were quieter and more 
compliant. Boys tended to nor- 


mally played in larger groups than 
girls. But, she emphasized, there 
were greater differences iiiithin 
each sex than between diem. 

Ms Carol Dweck of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois explained the lower 
achievement of girls in terms of her 
concept of "learned helplessness”, 
which made girls underestimate 
their ability, and gave them less 
confidence to tackle new tasks and 
concepts. 

Learned helplessness was caused 
by tlie different patterns of praise 
and criticism given to the two 
sexes from teachers. Girls and 
boys ^received the same amount of 
criticism, but girls were nearly 
always criticized on intollcctual 
grounds, whilo boys were criticized 
naif the time on non-intellcctual 
aspects such ns effort or presenta- 
tion. 

This difference in treatment led 

f iirls to attribute their failure to 
ack of ability whereas boys blamed 
failure on lock of effort or an the 
nature of tholr task. This encour* 
aged boys to tlduk that they can do 
better with more effort. 


National plan needed to sort out Britain’s ambiguities 


The persistent refusal of Govern- 
ment to develop a national plan 
of education was the biggest single 
obstacle to the achievement of sex 
equality in the United Kingdom, 
said Dr Eileen Byrne, education 
consultant to the Commission of 
the European Communities. 

Autonomy in education was in 
danger of becoming a "hidden 
anarchy", she said And she 
warned : " Unlimited delegation 

leads to planned inequality." 

She condemned Britain's failure 
to define equality in education, mid 
said the Sex Discrimination AcL 
was ambiguous in this respect. 
Other European countries, such as 
Denmark and Holland, had clear 
plnns for their education systems 
und these included equal provision 
for both sexes. 

Dr Byi'iio said a common eoro did 
not mean uniformity of content or 
mothodology. It did imply <hac 
"homecraft and poromhood, techno- 
logy und manual skills, mathematics 
and some science, at least one creat- 
ive art . . . must be an osscntial 
heart of the compulsory education 
of all girls and all boys . , .**, 

She sa id cross-timetabling on 
grounds of sex should ond, and com- 
pensatory programmes for girls in 
mathematics and technical education 
in primary and secondary schools— 
"but most of all in further educa- 
tion " — should be developed. 

Men are more 
talkative 

Men talk and interrupt more at 
meetings than women. They tend 
to decide what to talk about and 
wbat is trvial or irrelevant And 
they coll a woman " talkative “ 
wh enshc speaks for half as long as 
a “ talkative ” man. 

These findings, based on a detailed 
analysis of meetings ia 197S, were 
presented to last week’s conference 
on sex differentiation by Ms Dale 
Spender, lecturer in -women's stu- 
dies at London University Institute 
of Education. 

Men talked more, she said, 
because they had greater power in 
our society. The evolution of lan- 1 
guage had favoured them and now ; 
there was a positive semiuuic bias ; 
in their favour. In discussions 
women were at a disadvantage 
because thev spoke a language they 
had not created, and their views 
were often discounted by the more 
powerful men. In addition, condi- 
tioning and stereotyping tended to 
make women deferential. 

Girls’ education, said Ms Spender, 
was harmed because talking was 
essential to learning. In addition 
female experience was discounted 
throughout education, and 
were asked to accept a maid view 
of the world. 


Government must spend money on 
tltis. "We cannot continue to say 
that equality and die development 
of the urains in half of the popula- 
tion of the UK in the fields most 
vital to our economic competitive- 
ness . . . must wait 'until wo can 
afford lt»." 

Dr Byrne also raised a recurring 
point : the superior achievement of 
girl? in singl o-sex schools, even 
when the schools arc non-seloctivc. 

This was partly because girls in 
such schools did not feel they had 
to conform to their sexual stereo- 
type and partly because they could 
use female matte and science tea- 
chers as their examples, she said. 
One speakor told of a mixed com- 
prehensivo in Asliton-uiider-Lyne 
vrttic bwas trying to cncour&go more 
girls to take sclonce subjects by 
offering them single sex lessons. 

Dr A J Ison Kelly, lecturer In 
sociology at tho University of Man- 
chester, made an impassioned plea 
for more glrils to study science and 
suggested major changes in the 
science curriculum. SUo sold tl»o 
country we? wasting valuable 
potential. Women not only had tho 
right to enter tlie professions, but 
also needed to understand science 
if they wore to feel competent In 
th2 modern world. Without it, they 
were simply "passive consumers or 
a male-structured society ”. 


Whatever the biological explana- 
tions for the superior achievement 
of boys in mathematics and science 
— ana ltone ihad been proven — the 
differences wero neither inevitable 
nor immutable. But It was certain 
that die potential of girls in non- 
bio logical solcncos was restricted 
by their social conditioning. Tradi- 
tional "girls’ tovs", for iustanco, 
gave them vouch less opportunity 
to learn about scieuco than the 
trains and oars with which boys 
were encouraged to ploy. Teacher? 
should recognize these disadvan- 
tages end make allowances for 
them in their touching. 

Slio proposed an obsorvationnl, 
descriptive approach to experi- 
ment? which would allow girls bo 
use their greater verbal skills, 
and a grantor uso of oxamplds 
from fcmalo culture — such as 
cookery. 

C oncoptual dif f Icu I ry could be 
reduced, not because girls were 
■unable to master concepts, but. 
because thoy rondod to mako girls 
more anxious. Remedial classes in 
spatial and scientific skills could 
bo introduced at the ?tart of 
secondary school. 

Dr Kelly said 6denco should be 
compulsory until at least die end of 
tho third year of secondary school, 
when both boys and girls wore mors 
secure in their "gender identity". 


Some delegates thought that Dr 
Kelly's suggestions would reinforce 
stereotypes, and not overcame 
them. Othor8 thought it sensible 
to recognize existing differences— 
whatever their origin — and to try 
to compensate for them in a 
practical way. 

In hla closing speech Mr Mavlaud 
returned to the curriculum. He 
argued tliat It was dangerous to 
treat sex differentiation as a separ- 
ata problem and that it should be 
treated as part of the general prob- 
lem of under-achievement, itself 
caused by a failure to plan the 
curriculum. 

Mr Mar land said that good curri- 
culum plnnuiug meant that each 
sdiool should draw up n list of 
skills and attitudes iviiicli pupils 
should loam. Those skills should 
be distributed across tho curricu- 
lum. They must include linguistic 
skill? and " gianhJcncy ” ahd must 
ba op only stated. 

Only If this was dons could a 
school's achievement? bo measured 
against its aims, ho said. Mora, 
avgr, the dropping of a particular 
subject, such as craft- design and 
tcchiiriogy, would no longer he os 
disastrous as It was under lb a pre- 
sent haphazard system. 

At present, teachers tended to 
develop a curriculum to suit the 
class in front of them. It was essom 
tial to put the curriculum first.

Havering since 1978, tmd is now 
in uso by tliird-yoar pupils in 25 
of die borough's secondary and 
special schools.

Reform bill

PARIS 

The prestigious international educa- 
tion thiiiKtntik, the Centre for 
Educational Research ami Innova- 
tion, of the Organization for Econo- 
mic Cooperation and Development, 
has had. its budget drastically 
reduced. But the cuts arc not as 
bad as were feared. 

Last month Hie OECD council 
approved budget cuts iii ( many sec- 
tors including education. The 
CERT budget is 200,000 francs 
down on last year’s total of 10m 
francs, mid the Organization's 
committee for education, concerned 
with policy analysis, has had its 
budget cut by 300,000 francs. For 
CERI the cut is particularly serious 
as it coincides with the ending of 
some of tho special grants from out- 
side agencies which hnvo amounted 
to 1.7m fraucs- 

Thc optimistic view in Pnri.v is 
that this represents a slowdown but 
not n serious interruption in CERI 
activities. Hut the decision not to 
make any immediate cuts in staff- 
ing will severely nffect die opera- 
tional side: there will be fewer con- 
sultancy contracts and meetings, 
which many see as the most, enrich- 
ing and orlglnnl side of OECD’s

educational work. It may also mean 
time some projects go into cold 
storage without (my certainty that 
they will ever be unfrozen. The 
early childhood project, with which 
tiie lute Professor Jock TIzord was 
closely connected, and the urban 
education project which draws 
heavily on British expertise, ore said 
to be likely candidates. 

But two months ago it looked as 
if the cuts would be much more 
drastic. The Americans wanted a 
so-called supplementary cut of 30 
per cent. This was later reduced 
to a demand for a 10 to IS per cent 
cut, proposed jointly by the Ameri- 
cans and Germans. 

There were two elements in this 
attempt to put tiic brake on CERI. 
Domestic politics are said to have 
figured large in tile original Ameri- 
can initiative: efforts were being 
made to cut overseas expenditure 
to appease American voters and tho 
Amcrcan State Department seized 
un a less than enthusiastic note from 
the retiring United States delegate 
to CERT to propose cuts, even 
though other Amcricau education 
ndvisers felt that the note should 
not be taken too literally.

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Protests block plan to put control 
of universities in fewer hands

PARIS 

Following strikes and protests from 
university teachers and students, 
tiic French Government has, at least 
temporarily, shelved a plan to 
change the system of electing uni- 
vonsky presidents. 

Under Legislation introduced by 
Edgar Fnure, then Education Mini- 
ster, to democratize universities 
after the events of May 1968, tits 
presidents, who are equivalent to 
Britain’s vlce-che ncellors, were elec- 
ted for a period of five years by 
teaching and administrative staff, 
and students. 

A Gaullist motion up for recent 
parliamentary debate simply sought 
to make presidents, who must be 
professors, eligible for reelectiou 
after their term of office. What 
angered university staff and 
students, however, was a Gaullist 
Amendment, carried by 274 votes 
to 200, limiting those eligible to 


vote to professors and senior Jec- 
turers— fewer than 10,000 in all, 
Instead of the 74,000 formerly . 
eligible to vote. 

Teachers, students (including the 
Gaullist student body CLEF), unions 
of both left and centre, and politi- 
cal parties were quick no condemn 
tho government's backtracking on 
the universities’ democratic prin- 
ciple. Tills reform had been recog- 
nized ns one of the main achieve- 
ments of 1968 student upheavals. 

To the protesters it looked a$ if 
dha Government was hying to push 
through an unpopular end funda- 
mental change without any con- 
sutattion. IRevonsion co university 
control by " immdarinaites ” was 
threatened. Two days of strikes and 
marches were called in protest. 

Unlike other conflicts widiin 
Fr-cncii education, ipoJtiticul and cor- 

E oratlvo differences seem to ivavo 
ecu put to one side. Senior univer- 


sity staff protested ; 80 of the 320 
professors at tho Ihiivcrs-ity of 
Paris at Orsay signed a, letter to 
both houses of parliament against 
the Government’s plaais and called 
for continuation of the 1968 law*, 
and the Gaullist who introduced the 
amendment, Antoine RuEenacht, 
does not have full support within 
his party. 

Tho proposition subsequently 
came to die Senate in December. 
The Government decided the wisest 
course was not to change the tew 
immediately, but for die anna fft ta 
reexendne the proposed in April, 
probably dn snoulier form. 

Tho division within the senators 
of the governing coalition, the 
cross-benchers' wish to see tho mat- 
ter reconsidered and the double of 
some Gaulllsts make It less likely 
that die reform will go through as 
currently proposed. If k docs it 
could croato a minor poHriml crisis 
as well as a major educational one. 


Last of the long hot summers? 


The great French tradition, the 
long summer holiday, could be 
threatened if proposals introduced 
by die Minister of Education, 
Christian Beoliac, go through. Tea- 
chers and parents are up in arms at 
the suggestion that tne summer 
break should be cut to a maximum 
or two and a half months, staggered 
between June 15 and October 15. 

Representatives of teaeblug 
unions and parents groups walked 
out of a meeting with the conseil 
superior de l’e ducat ion national 
after complaining they had been 
presented with a fait aqpmpli, rather 
than being offered consultations. 

The plan to stagger the holiday ts 
intended to shmieii the great sum- 
mer industrial closedown, when 
practically the whale of the French 
population takes off at tho same 
time. 

Tho Minister also intends to make 
lilie third term inm-c efficient. Ho 
describes it at present ns "a phan- 
tom term, eaten into by examina- 
tions and forward planning Exam

pi aiming for the following year will 
oe restricted to the last three weeks 
of the school year. 

Teachers arc especially Indignant - 
about the proposals not only because 
their summer break will be shor- 
tened — at a time when, a union 
spokesman pointed out, Europe was 
looking towards shortening working 
hoiirs — but also because Softool 
principals will decide the timings, 
denying teachers tho choice of when 
to take their holiday. According to 
Andrd Henry, Secretary- Gene rail of 
FEN, an umbrella group represent- 
ing teaohers* unions, ■ tho scheme 
would lead to “ ah anarchic- over- 
lapping without national Coordina- 
tion, ut the sole profit: of the holiduy 
trade”.

Secondary education in Malm Is to 
be radically reorganized in tho 
course of this school year by major 
curriculum changes, tha introduc- 
tion of an apprentice/ pupil scheme 
for sixth formers, and a financial 
squeeze on the private sector. 

The curriculum changes divides 
pupils iuto two general groups ut 
13-plus: Those “ motivated and 
able to successfully finish an aca- 
demic-based course *’ and those 
"not motivated and/or unable to 
follow successfully O level exami- 
national according to ad educa- 
tion department circular. Both 
groups take four major compulsory 
subjects in their third, fourth and 
fifth years, Maltese, English, Ara- 
bic mid mathematics. Those of tho 
first group who intended to go ou 
to do any A levels must also toko 
physics. In addition both groups 
take religious education, physical 
education and civics as further 
compulsory subjects. Pupils hi the 
first group select two more sub- 
jects from a list of 16 options, 
while those in the second group 
take an integrated science course 
a9 well as- needlework and home 
economics in the case of sirls, and 
maintenance crafts in the case of 
boys. 

The Imposition of Arabic as a 
third compulsory language for all 
pupils is a clear reflection of the 
Government’s efforts to draw 
closer to its Arab neighbours,' espe- 
cially Libya, with winch Malta has 
a special, if occasionally troubled, 
relationship. Arrangements have 
beeri made with Libya, Egypt and 
Syria to provide Arab teachers for 
state schools. 

Sixth form education in the state 
sector iu Malut Is concentrated at 
tho Lyceum, a sixth form college, 
but some private schools also pro- 
vide facilities for sixth form work. 


From die current year, however, 
all, entrants to the state sixth arc 
obliged to join the apprentice/ 
pupil scheme. 'This means that -In- 
stead of full-time academic educa- 
tion for a standard two years they 
now undertake a five months study/ 
Five monohs work sandwich pro- 
gramme with two months’ holiday. 

However, because of the require- 
ment to pay young and untrained 
personnel for tho whole year in 
return for only six montlis work, it 
seems unlikely that more than a 
very few private employers will 
sponsor apprentice-pupils. 

The government claims that 
those payments will make it easier 
for the children of paorar parents 
to stay on at school and to go on 
to higher education with tht help 
of tho student-worker schema 
which operates like the apprentice- 
pupil scheme at that level. Tha 
benefits arc not as great as they 
aecm, however, because parents 
who receive the payments will loso 
the children’s taxation allowanco 
from their coding, aud will bo 
taxed on thoir Income Including 
the extra £M2. 

Last November's entry, the first 
after thu Introduction of tho 
scheme, has been predicted at 
around 600, but reached only 300. 
?t seems unlikely that there will be 
any improvement when the next 
predicted 600 arc due in May. 

The privato sector Ins been 
squeezed fro mboth ends. Its fees 
and tha capitation grant paid out 
of .-taxation have been -frozen, since 
September - 1977, wliila' its-' costa 
have increased over and above the 
rate of -inflation us a direct result 
of Government action. 

Cost of living increases in wages 
in the period amount to £>M7 (£9) 
a week for each employee and 
employers’ national Insurance con- 
tribution have Increased by 
(£2) n week. The curriculum 
changes hove also increased costs.

Sir, — The figures ‘provided Iv* Mr 
Alan Gordon In his article, “Who 
would be a icachor?" (December 
21), do not necessarily support his 
main contention, that fifth-formers 
are Ignorant of tho profession with, 
which they have so much daily con* 
tact. Furthermore the educational 
climate boa changed so much since 
1975. and his assumption that a rea- 
sonable number of them will pro* 
ceed to teacher braining has become 
even more questionable. 

ITo challenge all Mr Gordon's 
figures would produce a lengthy 
screed, consequently I concentrate 
on just a few. and hope that this 
does not result in an unbalanced 
criticism. 

On the whole his figures Indicate 
that the opinions of girls ore dif- 
ferent from tli oso of boys, rather 
chau that either ore ignorant about 
die teaching profession, the nature 
of It, or die prospects an it. Indeed 
the marked drop In application for 
places in colleges of education 
(noted recently m the TES), may 
well suggest that pupils are very 
much aware of salary comparability 
und Che problems of unemployment. 


Even in 1973 the demand for ftu* 
oher training courses was falling 
(see. Colleges in Crisis, Hcncko D.. 
Penguin, 1978, pp 57*58) , This was 
at n time when , some now dimin- 
ished colleges were still planning an 
even greater future. 

Sixty-one per cent of' the girls 
and only 25 per cent of the boys 
allowed a preference for primary 
rather than secondary school - 
children.

During the three compulsory years, 
only a small proportion of the five-day 
week needs to be claimed by the .language 
staff.

But in the fourth and fifth years, the 
volunteers need to concentrate on the 
language for much, longer periods, and 
the hut gunge department should be paid 
back for the rime they have nor used in 
the first three years by being offered 
during th.e - next two at least a , whole 
morning and a whole afternoon for inten- 
sive learning. - . 

.* Such a: method, implies the. sacrifice pf 
a sacred cow that used to. be worshipped 
by language: teachers, the dripped pro- 
cess- by which the language was feel in for 
four or five short periods each week. lt 
has not proved. effective, and often it was 
only insisted on by teachers who could 
not contain, for longer periods, their 
classes of conscript learners, who had 
. become bored and frustrated with the 
same menu of dust and ashes for five 
periods a week. 

The language lab, once thought to be 
the means, tyy which instant French could 
be induced, lias proved a totnl failure with 
the average child and the average teacher. 
Mechanical learning has proved even 
more boring than when a human teacher 
was using her voiae and her gestures ; and 
the machines' of course offered an ideal 
menus of relieving boredom : by turning 
knobs and unscrewing terminals the vic- 
tims could soon complain that it was not 
working. 

This, -of course, does not disprove the 
value of language labs for ■ motivated 
■ adults, and cassette tape-recorders are an 
almost, essential adjunct to any language 
lesson, But school language laboratories, 
introduced at great expense over the past- 
20 years, have contributed little except to 
the profits of the manufacturers. 

Learning 'a langunge.caq be effective 
and valuable for the majority in a com- 

E rehensive school, but the process should 
e divided into two stages. The first is n 
tasting - experience, where the aims are 
limited but are seen to he worth while. 
The second must be undertaken only by 
those who y/apt to continue to learn the 
language, whatever their ability. 

But their extended learning should not 
be limited to two. years. Every school- 
leaver should he offered a voucher for 
further learning in a school or college. 
This would .make sense- i p a world where 
useful leisure will soon become as i moor t- 
ant as useful employment, apd- where 
travel abroad involving communication 
with native speakers' vHl become. in creas- 
Jnplv sought-after by all. .

“These children will get what the best 
prep schools- give — and much more, with 
all the creative work we do”, said Josie 
Hobbs, head of St Peters Roman Catholic 
infant school- in Manchester. 

Falling rolls, combined In some districts 
with the vagaries of housing and re-hous- 
ing policies, have meant that some. prim- 
ary schools in Manchester have recently 
seen a sharp decline, both in overall num- 
bers and in class shea, 

I visjlted five of them. They catered for 
yeyy different neighbourhoods, and their 
approaches, varied. Biu in every school 
except one, teachers were unanimous in 
their conviction that they were achieving 
far higher standards, 'and doing much 
more for children and their families than 
when schools and classes were bigger. 

Their experience seemed to raise im- 
portant questions about how far relatively 
expensively staffed and equipped smajl 
schools cau pay their way by removing the 
.need for much crisis spending later on 
"T on special education, remedial educa- 
tion, social services, mental health and, so 
oil- 

St. Peters is on a. big, established 
housing estate in Wythenshawe. Ten years 
ago it had 188 children— -now there are 
85 — with another *56 children, mostly full: 
time, jn uie large nursery. Including the 
head, and a home liaison teacher, there 
are eight teachers. 

There is space both for a well- 
equipped room for mothers and toddlers, 
and a family room where parents come to 
sit, work w.ith children, qr attend newly- 
airnpgod, adult classes. The staff are 
actively trying to extend delations and 
activities. With parents— and in the pro. 
-cess, .finding out how mufch they 
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i unconsciously made . communication dilfi- 
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They brim over with enthusiasm about 
how their work has changed since cluss 
numbers settled at around the 20 mark.

Trends, Autumn 1979). 

She points out faults in Ilit* research 
design of widely quoted studies, whirt 
purported to show that standard'* ini prove 
as class size increases. Much of w* 
research concentrated on u very narrow 
liand of educational outcomes, measure® 
by the blunt instruments of stamlardize® 
tests. 

Recent studies, she savs, have tended I? 
show that children do leant mure m P rl ’ 
niury level in ftmuller claws- -even o n 
the evidence of narrow achievement 
But studies ivhich set out ro observe «ow 
teachers function suggest that many d° 
not adapt their teaching styles to » ,J * e 
the most of smaller classes. , 

Thar Jast finding may explain teachers 
views in the odd school out among 
five I visited. Charlestown Junior .nerves 
« vast old estate on the leafy northern 
edge of the city. It was liuilt for 54«j 
children, and until recently had several 
streamed classes. Now, with 18G children, 
streaming would bo impossible even if > he 
head wanted it, which she does nor. 

But four of the teachers felt strongly 
that they would rather teach 40 children 
in a streamed class than 20 in » n 
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More time for drama, music, rheas and gymanstics can help these Manchester 
primary children tackle their ninths and reading. 


uimrcamcd one. They admitted that in 
small classes they knew the children much 
belter. But they felt this was not in itself 
much of (in educational advantage. 

“ You get bored with the children 
you've got ", said a youngish teacher. But 
an older man said : “ A small class is not 
'■ so self-reliant, they’re everlastingly at 
your desk, they’re much more demand' 
liiS 

These teachers talked of the effect of 
“ one rotten upplo in the box ”, and 
explicitly said they were talking of rotten 
intellect, not behaviour. 11 With a B class 
you know their limitations ; you do little 
and often and checking up.” 

Armitagc primary is in a pretty 
devastated bit of the city, lived in by 
families who face considerable material 
; and social difficulties, There the staff 
don’t mention limitations. They talk of 
children’s achievements — at music, 
drama, gymnastics, chess. The head says 
i sh ® 8®^ cross when teachers from the 
i suburbs refuse to believe her “inner 
city ’’ juniors regularly get a Grade IV in 
Associated Board music exams. 

The school has 120 children aged three 
to 11; fom- ycuvs ago there were more 
than 200. There are nine teachers, in- 
. eluding the head. As in all the other 

• smalJ age groups meant some 
children had to be taught in mixed-uge 
groups— when most teachers would have 

. preferred single-aged classes. 

Apart from that, the teachers like the 
size of the school. “You dread a trans- 
fer, said Eric Wright, the deputy head, 
.wlio teaches older juniors. “The most 
important thing is that the nursery 
cluldren know Eric,” said Wynne Harris, 
a confident ancillary. 

All juniors play an instrument — and 
since the school has ho music specialist, 
» . ®- v , er y teacher decided to learn one along-

school most days, and old students keep 
dropping in on tbolr way to and from 
sccondnry school. 

“ Things like music and gymnastics 
make the children much more self-confi- 
dent ”, says the head, Heather Stamp. " It 
helps them tackle ninths and reading”. 

Reading standards have improved in 
recent years, but the staff are not satis- 
fied. , 

“ The remedial end has diminished. 
We’ve got them barking at prim beauti- 
fully. But the upper end hasn’t budged ”, 
says the head. 

The school used regularly to be broken 
into. Now break-ins are rare. And the 
small size of the school helps when deal- 
ing with individual behaviour problems; 
“ Everybody knows about a child, and 
everybody knows the plan of campaign . 

Royce is another all-through, three to 
eleven inner city school with a high stand- 
ard oE music and gymnastics. Its in 
Hulme, just opposite those medium-rise 
blocks of dingy concrete that Granada TV 
programmes have made notorious. 

Partly thanks to Manchester’s newish 
policy of decanting young families out 
of the blocks, numbers have slumped 
from over 400 to 200. As in the other 
schools, this means plenty of space for 
mothers and toddlers—- and the steel band, 
The teacher : pupil ratio in the sj-uool 
infant Rcoups are around 16 -now 
matches those in special schools, so there, 
is no point referring borderHoe children 
to give them the benefits of small classes. 

In the past few years measured stan- 
dards have gone up. There used to be, 
in this predominantly black. 
a gap between adequate non verbal tes 
scores, and poor maths and verbal 
reasoning ones. Now a l l l he scores have 
improved, and the gap has closed. 

" The general atmosphere '« < he “J™ 
is much better,” said a teacher. Theie 
are fewer behaviour pro bleftifi— they used 
Vo come because children were, seeking 
attention in a big group.’ Th«*e is more 
r time for parents. too r and relations wtn 
them have furthcr improv^ Mnce the 


school has had a one-third sharo in a 
home-school liaison teacher. 

The head, Joyce Durr ill, says they 
always tried to give children a feeling 
of getting individual attention ; *' Wo 
had to contrive It before, but now it 
comes naturally : there’s time just to 
stop and talk to a child.’’ 

.Perhaps as a result', the children seem 
remarkably competent socially, and chat 
away at dinner to strange adult visitors. 

Hanbury Wilkshire, who teaches top 
juniors, said ; 11 There's time for exten- • 
ded reading, taking an interesting book 
with a group. There’s time to sit and 
discuss things with the able ones. With a 
big class, you never had time to listen.” 

Lower down the school, teachers say 
" we have time to give them the language 
experience they’d get in a good home.” 

But at Royce, and the fifth school I 
visited, Openshaw C of E primary, you 
also see the rub. Small schools and classes 
are fine — but not when low ' numbers 
threaten the existence of the school. “If 
numbers were stable, this would he an 
ideal size — but at the moment they’re un- 
stable, and it’s not a happy situation ", 
said Joyce Durrill. 

Openshaw Is a notably friendly school 
for 120 children, in a building, designed 
for many more, that opened in 1972. Last 
year there were two infant classes in space 
for three — now there is one. “ If a family 
of three children move away, you notice ”, 
says the head, Harold Bowcott. 

New housing is being built, and more 
families with young children may move lit. 
But it isn’t certain. And there is enoi'movls 
overcapacity in the neighbourhood 
schools. “Local people say they don’t 
know why this school was built — you 
could see the difficulties even before the 
fall in the birth-rate, ’* 

Manchester education authority has 
moved cautiously in tackling the 14sue # of 
falling rolls and new housing policies. 
They are only now drawing up rationaliza- 
tion schemes, district by district, with in- 
evitable closures and mergers. 

But unless the Government forces dras-

tic changes in the level of rote support . 
gram, Manchester is likely to go gently. 
Current plans will mean a worsening of 
the primary., teacher j pupil ratio— .-but 
only to 1 : 21,4. 

In many othor authorities, with loss 
historic commitment to education, pres- 
sures to let class-sizes slip bnck up into 
the 30s will be harder to resist. Other 
pressures — to abandon plans to convert 
spare primary space for pre-school use, 
to cut " extras ” such as peripatetic music 
services — are already hoving an effeci. 
And many experiments, pioneered in auth- 
orities such as Manchester, will not now 
spread to others — the hoinc/school liaison 
teachers are a good example. 

Visiting schools like these Manchester 
primaries, it seems there may be consider- 
able social and cost benefits in staffing - 
schools so that teachers have time and 
space to work with, talk- to and-— *nost 
important — listen to individual children, 
and of providing pre-school facilities in 
schools, and links with parents of under- 
fives. ■ 

Some recent evidence points to benefits 
of parent involvement and pre-school- ser- 
vices — fewer children in care and on the 
battering register, in districts with nurs- 
ery schooling in - Devon ; better parent 
attitudes to school five years after a home 
visiting scheme in the West Riding ; pre- 
vention of failure at secondary stage 
among children who took part in Amer- 
ican Headstart programmes. 

There is no evidence that standards la 
city schools have gone up simply because 
numbers have gone down. But tlic sub- 
jective experience of ■ the Manchester 
teachers suggests that numbers may be 
very important. 

Certainly, looking at the schools, it 
seems that keeping class sizes well down 
in tlie 20s, and keeping schools at the 209 
mark or even below — well below for in- 
fant-only schools — can make for an im- 
pressive level of achievement and social 
competence in inner city children, and 
might' well relieve a lot of expensive 
failure, and stress among teachers, child- 
ren and families.

About the acquisition. of know ledge 
end rhe primacy of “ chlldcentred- 
.linsa" take the blame for the pre-

The struggle between Suilm'ninJ 
Trotsky (or the allegiance of revo- 
lutionary socialists, both jn the 
Soviet Union and globally, is one 
of the great dramas of the twen- 
tieth century. It is all the more ' 
effective as a drunin because of the 
great literary skill with which 
Trotsky gave his side of the. story. 
,And it is a peculiarly twentieth* 
century drama, in that individual 
' triumph and defeat arc ilc<l. hot to 
fatalities ‘of character, nor to iIil- 
cilprlcA of the gods, bur to the ebb 
' and flow of gredt social forces. .Not 
'only the plain protagonists. Imt 
lesser actors too, succeed and foil 
to the extent that they master 
extraordinary historical events ; and 
th« characteristic dismissal of the 
foolish, the vain and tho cowardly 
is to the rubbish tip of history, the 
iiuuniary of their deficiencies that 
they were “ below the level M of 
then.' historical situation. 

Neither Jan Grey on Stalin, nor 
Jlouald Segal on Trotsky adds 
much to our knowledge of their 
subjects. Segal’s book, is n warm, 
quite nicely, written account or 
Trotsky’s career, but one with few 
scholarly .aspirations i it is written 
.entirely from Trotsky's point of 
view, and, although Sega) criticizes

Christopher Price on what accountability really means 


Accountability in Education. By

Both these books are lato offspring 
of Mr Callaghan’s speech at Ruskin 
College, Oxford, in October 1967 
and the so-called “great debate” 
which followed it. They are part 
of that widespread discussion 
throughout Britain that the speech 
was designed to create ; and to that 
extent. I suppose, they justify Mr 
Callaghan's decision to make the 
speech - and start the debate. 
Although Mr Callaghan never men- 
tioned the word “ accountability" 
throughout the whole speech, both 
books assume that that was what it 
was really all about. 

Mostly, I suspect, that speech was 
a— relatively successful — attempt 
by the then Prime Minister to sisal 
a few Tory clothes by indulging in 
a personal complaint about educa- 
tion, thus placing ltimself firmly 
right oE centre hi the political 
spectrum, and ' simultaneously dis- 
tancing himself from, the “ progres- 
sives ” of the sixties, oh whom some 
of the blame for our social Hie 
could be gradually unloaded. 

However, for all . personal and 
political motivations for the speech, 
folk took it seriously. In particular 
tho Social Science RCsoarcu Council 


. organized a seminar, from Which the 
Mucluro/Becher book has emerged. 
It is a collection of efforts by the 
cream of our academic educational 
establishment to come to terms with 
the problem, topped and tailed by 
tile considerable wisdom and ex- 
perience of Madure and Bedter. Or 
rather translated from academese 
into English. When it gets really 
heavy going, one can always flip 
to the lost chapter, where the 
editors explain what the academics 
really moan. 'Tiie Ward Lock bode, 
edited by John Lello, an ex-head, 
now at Cambridge, has a wider 
scatter of actual practitioners-* 
politicians, local administrators, 
actual chalk-face ’ teachers — an d 
therefore covers the, ground with 


dentists, vets, civil servants even, 
are allowed to glory In a compara- 
tive Jack of" accountability”. Thov 
are professions and therefore 
trusted. Somehow teachers aren't: 
especially when they suddenly stop 
delivering the familiar goods which 
everyone has become accustomed to. 
I suspect that in essence demands 
for “ accountability ” are little more 
than a signal that the age of expan- 
sion in 'education is over, and tint 
politicians, bureaucrats and parent* 


less philosophical domh.and very 
much less Jargon. - Together, they 
make up dg comprehensive a prac- 
tical and theoretical tour of die 
accountability horizon as you will 
find. 

Extending across this horizon is 
the idea that there is too little 
accountability by practitioners of 
education in Britain, and that suoh 
accountability ought to be incroased. 
All this is nothing new; says 
Maclurc, recalling the “Revised 
Code” of 1862 and “payment by 
results ”, Too true. But if it is 
nothing new, it should be remarked 
that in England it is peculiarly tlfe 
teachers who are haUnded by Codes 


teachers who are halmdcd by Codes 
and “ nuymon ts by results ” and' 
demands for Accountability. Doctors, 


feel that demanding a “say” will 
somehow improve tiie product. 

■ The trouble is that they do not 
necessarily want tits Same things, 
and there is little evidence that 
.they can all any longer Achieve 
those limited objectives tiidy do 
have. Politicians .-tend to want 
better value for -less money, • 
bureaucrats a more medicable ana 
plannable system and parents a 
combination of basic skills and all 
those frills that once were the 
privilege of the few. As Tony 
Beoher asks: can accountability 
marry with the new-found pluralism 
that is now the English educational 
system > Certainly academic re- 
searchers can construct systems— 
as they do in the book— to make 
such a marriage apparently 'pos- 
sible. Blit can such constructs 
have the slightest effect on what 
happens in the classroom when the 
door is closed and the teacher has 
the. 'children to' himself? Bcclier 
is alive to all the dangers here; 


The problem of implementing 
accountability procedures can be 
exacerbated when — as often hap- 
pens — those who have been com- 
missioned to design aud carry 
nut die appropriate techniques 
are resc archers rather than prac- 
titioners or administrators. They 
tend all too often to be con- 
cerned with easily measurable 
but trivial criteria at the expense 
of important ones which are less 
susceptiblo to qualification. 

It is a criticism which applies as 
much to the techniques of the 
Assessment of Performance Unit as 
it does to those, like Dr John Rhodes 
Boyson, who would like to publish 
every exam result:. Maclure and 
Becher conclude that neither psycho- 
metricians nor politicians have the 
key. They plump for a typically 
English, “softly, softly” formula — 
a “CNAA” for Schools — n body of 
teachers to monitor teachers and 
put on all that subtle pressure to 
raise standards which is exerted by 
the actual CNAA at the moment on 
college and polytechnic departments. 
It is not quite clear what happens if 
a school consistently fails tlie test ; 
can it be closed down? But the 
idea Is a sensible suggestion to fill 
the gap left when full fiva-yekrly 
inspections ceased in -the early 
1960s. HMIs could then become 
“long stop” arbiters in arguments 
about standards — there are no 
longer enough of them to do tho 


full scale inspectorial job they 
originally fulfilled a century ago. 

John Leilo's collection of worthies 
provide more of a picture of the 
world of education as it is, than 
theories of how it might be. From 
Gerry Fowler, ex-minister, Eric 
Urlault ex-lLEA boss and Slieila 
Brownee, incumbent chief HMI to 
a succession of teachers and heads, 
we get a picture of a world so 
hemmed about with checks and 


balances that accountability seems 
90 per cent of tile job. Explana* 
tions proliferate, teachers to heads. 


heads to parents end bureaucrats, 
bureaucrats to political bosses, even 
ministers to judges. We get a pic- 
ture not so much of a secret garden 
ns a noisy and quarrelsome tower of 
Babel ; accountability emerges with 
a definition much like II Limply 
Dumpty’a ” glory", (" When I use 
a word . . »”) 

X emerged from these two books 
increasingly dubious of the useful- 
ness of tlie word to those engaged 
in education. Clearly, education 
must try to regain the confidence 
of the consumer — whether that 
shadowy entity be Identified as in- 
dustry, the parent or tlie child. To 
this end teachers must try to ox- 
plain what they are doing— though 
not at the expense of the doing of 
it. But 1 suspect that characterizing 
these manifold explanations as 
“accountability” all tod often 
befogs more air than it 1 clears.

Symmetry .'pleases, The year that 
opens the period covered by The 
London Yankees, 1894, &a,w the pub- 
lication of a uctv literacy magazine, 
The Yellow Book. Ntinewon hun- 
dred and fourteen, die close of the 
period, wins the date when another 
magazine. Blast, flrsr appeared. 
Both were short-lived — rite Yellow 
Book ran to 13 issues. Blast to only 
two. The titles of both serve to 
remind us of whet was considered 
modern and shocking in their times 
and they are useful cultural markers 
of the period under consideration. 
The literary coteries that launched 
both were predominantly American. 

Tlic roil call of Americans resi- 
dent in London given in this book 
l«. a stunning reminder of how far 
the story of English literature 
fi'pm the beginning of this century 
has been a story wrhton by dialect 
speakers of English— Americans, 
Irishmen, writers from Africa and 
the Caribbean. Ezra Pound des- 
cribed this period of English- 
literature — in advance — as ‘‘the 
period of oxo tic Injection 11 and 
&lsd spoke of vhc phenomenon to 
which this book relates as “the 
American colonisation " of English 
letters. 

The ■ colonialists between 1894 
. *914 included Mark Twain, 
Stephen Crane, • HCnry James, 
Robert Frost, Ear* Pound and T. S. 
EUar, and a number of lessor 
figure* including Henry Harlan d 
(ttto editor of The Yellow Book), 
Conrad Aitken and Bret .Harte, 
It is quite* cricket team, and ftlven 
that the English' aide cannot be 
allowed to field Shaw, Yeats or 
Conrad, pretty unbeatable. 




Mark Twain 

Wliy they were here ft a question 
that immediately spills into two : 
why were they here, and, why were 
. they not there? The second part 
Is tCic more interesting to answer. 
Of Bret Harte, Mark Twain wrote 
that he " hadn't any more passion 
for his country than an oyster has 
for its bod ; in fact not so much and 
I apologize to the oyster”. This 
harsh judgment is not altogether 
unmerited by some of the expatriate 
writers and artiste that Welntraub 

chronicles. 

Henry James, returning home to 
give a Iccturo tour after 20 years 
found America “too huge simply, 
for any human convenience” and 
wrote off the Middle West as “a 
single boundless empty platitude”. 
The novelist Pearl Craigie wrote 
from rhe middle of her lecture tour 
“ I could not litre in this- country, It 
is marvellous, stimulating, ail kinds 
of things, but It is very crude 
And Henry Herlaad, oh a trip to 
New York in 1902 told on inter- 
viewer that he fancied that '* a year 
on end in New York might remove 
one's ability to write Engfidi at all 

For America, and. Americana, this 
was a period of hectic change, and 
a letter from the then celebrated 
illustrator, Joseph Pennell, visiting 
Chicago, hi 1910, reveals one of the 
nastier motives that -led an Ameri- 
can to avoid America at that time: 

Mr Mr- Pork Packer end 2,916,418 
* jews,, dggors, Slovaks, dagos, 
Irish, Sicilian, Scandinavians and one 
supposed native • American — pre- 
served to. a bottle in a freak 
museum-— make up- the- population 
of hustle— village— where there are 
no signs on tho . streets which aro 
,°* HhKl and filth, whero the 
English tango, in Irish months is 
rarely heard — the American langu- 
age never— all others all the 
Mine. , 


They left chiefly because they 
found no nourishment for their 
talents, no public for their art. " I 
have lived for the most part m vil- 
lages whore it were better that a 
millstone were hanged arouud your 
neck than that you should own your- 
self a minor pool”, wrote Robert 
Frost. , , 

Jhcy came to London, drawn by 
the possibilities of being published, 
by the attractions of a cultural 
centre and n prestige dialect. In 
could write English as a living Ian-: 
London, Harland observed, one 
guage for ono “hears the languago 
that he writes all about him . . . only 
an English dialect is spoken in 
America.” And, of course, it was 
cheap. Robert Frost spoke of hav- 
ing been drawn to En^aiul by “ the 
cheapness of peasant life over 
there”. They stayed for a year or 
two, or 10 or 20. Some of them 
stayed forever, finding, like Henry 
James and T. 5. Eliot, that they had 
been English all along. 

This book weaves the stories of 
some 20 or 30 expatriates into a 
series of overlapping biographical 
sketches wWIch also form a partial 
history of the period- But biography - 
and History arc rather lofty terms 
here, a better one would be gossip. 
Very good gossip, too, with a rapid 
deadpan delivery, as in the bistory 
of Che unfortunate George Atherton, 
who “ dapper and useless, had 
drained the family finances and gone 
off on a schooner to Tahiti, where 
he died and was embalmed in a 
barrel of ram for the return voy- 
age ”, 

Two figures dominate the book, 
Janies and Pound. Henry James 
was already the “Master 11 to the 
London Yankees, and a young visi- 
tor to one of Henry HariantPs tea 
parties remembers how the com- 
pany sat in dumb humility while 
James “walked up and down the 
room seeking the word he wanted 
for the completion of his sentence. 

I am sure we all know the word, 
but the sacrilege which would be 
implied ill our intrusion on his 
mental travail by mentioning It was 
undreamed of.” 

James's work was entering Us 
final period and his style was 
taking on that complexity which 
mado his brother warn him : “in 
this crowded and hurried reading 
age pages that require such close 
attention remain unread and 
neglected. ... 19 out of 20 readers 
grow intolerant. , . , * Say it out for 
God's sake” they cry ‘and hava 
done with it V And indeed, none 
of James's works published after 
1900 had, by 1914, paid back its 
advances. Never the less, his 
.American publishers planned a 
definitive collected edition and one 
of the pleasantest pictures of Henry 
James in this book is tho descrip- 
tion of him walking, with a photo-

grapkor, along a iwilii street in 
Morylebono, both of ill cm eating 
Bath buns niul feeling pleased to 
have taken a successfully atmos- 
pheric photograph of Portland 
Place in the fog or, as Juiucs put 
it, to have “induced ilia vision of 
Portland Place to geucraliso 
Itself” for a frontispiece to The 
Golden flourt. 

In 1915 James was to make his 
long love affair with England legal 
by becoming u naturalized British 
subject. In 1920 Pound was to 
leave “dead as mutton” England, 
bidding it farewell lit Hugh School 
Mattbei'Iep. But from 1902 to 1914 
ho was, in the words of oven tho 
unconverted Frost, “ ilia Prime 
Mover” in the development of ill a 
poetry of the time. When lie writes 
about Pound WointrauVs gossip, for 
the first time, carries a hint of 
malice. In * an epilogue to the 
epilogue ” he steps outside the 
framework of the book to tell the 
story of Pound's fascist sympathiz- 
madness In the Second 
World War. Uis view of the later 
Pound seems to have coloured his 


treatment of the early Pound, tui 
ho relished unvedutes which show 
Pound in a poor light, even wh« 
it has meant recourse to slantid 
testimony. Anyone wumlng a fuB 
account of the Imagist movement 
and of the relative claims of Pouri 
and Amy Lovell to its leaderwf 
should go to other sources thin

Of all the decisive naval battles of 
modern history, the victory , of the 
Spanish crown over jthe Ottoman 
lyrics at Lepanto in 1571 must rank 
aa one of the most extraordinary. 
K was one of (lie lust big set-pleco 
encounters between galley fleets, 
hardly any different from tlie form 
of battle ut Actium in which tho 
young Augustus defeated tlie fleet 
Of Cleopatra n millennium and R 
half before. True, there had beon 
Experiments with tho Byzantine 
secret weapon of Greok -Fire, 
improvemonix in archery and dilet- 
tante experiments with light 
artillery itt the Intervening years, 
but tho main tactic was the same, 
to close, giupple and board the 
enemy. 

Seventeen years after Lepanto, 
when the English fleet engaged 


the Spanish Armada they first stood 
off and used superior gunnery 
aimed at the waterline, and only 
then resumed the old ritual of com- 
bat at close quarters. The use of 
heavy guns was. the greatest inno- 
vation in naval warfare until the 
deployment of aircraft catriers and 
submarines. The effects of stand- 
ing off mid pounding the enemy 
were well known for nearly a 
hundred years before Lepanto and 
the Aintada. The tactic was speci- 
fied in instructions to the Portu- 
guese captain Pedro Cabral, . who 
followed pa Gama to India, and he 
used them successfully against the 
Z&morin of Calicut off the Malabar 
coast in 1501.- 

lhe impact of the new tactic, and 
the influence of the great voyages 
pf discovery ard the .starting points 
of Peter Padfield’s study of decisive 
naval campaigns in the rise of the 
West, pf which there are three more* 
volumes to come. It is a staggering 
story crisply^ and excitingly told., 
In turn the rise to global influence 
of the great powers of Portugal, 
Spain, the United Provinces of the 
Netherlands and England Is nar- 
rated and analysed. Starting- with, 
the voyage of Vasco- de Gama , in 
1497, through great battles of die 
old world tuid the new, Lepanto, the 
Armada. Malabar and Itamarca, 
this volume ends with' the great 
slogging match up and down the 
English Channel known as the First 
Butch Naval War. With the treaty 
of 1654 the author sees the emerg- 
ence of England as dominant in the 
narrow seas through which so much 
of -Europe's trade with America and 
the Indies had to pass. 

The bo°k ft at Its very -best on - 
tactics and the construction of the 
ships themselves .and the descrip- 
tions of the buttles anil great over- 
seas voyages to tho Indies. In Lite 
early parts on the Portuguese 
expeditions to Malabar and Lhc 
Persian Gulf, it is one of the best 
brief accounts available. The tech- 
nical questions of wind, currents 
and climate arc beautifully and 
simply. . explained. Occasionally 
there are strange omissions or 
skipping over major episodes with 
Almost .indecent brevity. Very, ltcclo 
account is givon of the voyages of 
Coljinvbus and the early Spanish 
expeditions, though the involvement 
of Italian expertise and financa 
from Genoa and Venice In tlie p-lsns 
of both Spain and Portugal is won- 
dorfully well laid out.

This accords tho status 
of maritime power to very few 
nations in this period, Portugal, 
England and the Netherlands ; Spain 
ft-. excluded because of her obses- 
sion with land empires, through the 
dynastic toUs of the mbsburgs in 
Europe mid the colonics of the new 
world, and France foils because of 
tho strategic importance . of her 
long land frontier. But this argu- 
ment ft superseded in eccentricity 
by tho claims to originality made 
tor the second part of the thesis.

The muddle of Iffie argument of 
the introduction (s matched In tho 
text only at dio end in tho descrip- 
tion of the -Dutdh War In which 
the writing sometimes becomes ns 
confusing as these groat niQldes 


themselves, Mojo sketchy Is the 
background to the rise of Crom- 
vtcll's navy ; it would have helped 
to have a more detailed account of 
die Navigation Act of 1651, As great 
a political turning paint as military. 
With the peace treaty of 1654 we 
are left In no doubt ilhat Britannia 
rules the narrow seas, in spite uf 
the knowledge that die burning of 
the fleet Medway and die need for 
Mr Pepys’s reforms of the Admir- 
alty Board are but a dozen years 
away.

The best passages are ou lhc rise 
of die United States and Soviet 
fleets. The essay ends with a series 
of apocalyptic warnings about tlie 
increasing influence of Russia 
across tliu world through the naval 
expertise acquired in die past 15 
years, all this after years of wann- 
ing to the politicians of the West. 
"The intentions of the USSR are a 
matter of continual debate but these 
are inevitably matters of detail. The 
strategic world-wide aim has beon 
advertised to tho West for three- 
quarters of n century." Apart from 
antedating tiio Soviet Union's foun- 
dation to 1905, dlls state nion t begs 
ns nlimy questions as' it answers.'

Studies in pre-school education is 
one example of this research. . The 
book reports three separate projects 
all carried out. in Scotland, in two 
cases consisting of more then one 
sub-study. Two of the projects were 
originally initiated by local educa- 
tion authorities in Scotland for 
which they deserve credit, and 
received financial backing later 
from the Scottish Education Depart- 
ment; tho third on handicapped 
and exceptional diildren was 
financed by tbe DES. 

The authors comment Ihat^ the 
studies provide evidence of the 
cooperative spirit In educational 


of tins authors’ sensitivity and good 
sense in carrying out policy-orien- 
tated research of this kind. Tiieir 
approach was based on tiie view 
that U is essential to invoive ell the 
main participants Including the t«a- 
chers and the administrators at 
each stage from planning through 
.execution to dissemination. 

The other aspect of _ research 
policy which they emphasize ft the 
advantage of carrying out several 
pieces of research on relate^ sub* 
jeefcs in one university department. 
Their argument ft that each succes- 
sive project benefited from Inter- 
action with tfve Others and from the 
expertise required. Tins is tOid 
case for funding research pro- 
grammes rather than Individual pro- 
jects or for designating research 
centra® a 0 the SSRC is currently 
planning.

findings trill mainly be of Interest 
to the inspectorate, teacher trainers 
and the teachers of young children 
diemselve®. 

By far the most interesting con- 
clusion to' be drawn from these 
studies, however, Is die striking 
failure by teachers to undertake 
record-keeping and monitoring of 
individual children's progress Jn 
pre-school institutions. This rejec- 
tion of any systematic assessment on 
the part of teachers of very young 
children nvay be a reflection' of the 
general suspicion with which the 
teaching profession- regards, many 
forma of monitoring. However, ft 
seems more likely that ft is a con- 
sequence of the generally unstruc- 
tured approach adopted, by many 
nursery -teachers. One of the 
implicit messaged of this book ft 
that more attention Should be paid 
to 'way® of introducing rather more 
structure into the. school diy at this 
stage, which should he possible to 
achieve without sacrificing many of 
the benefits of informality. . 

The .second Project set our to 
test how far children might benefit 
from a programme consisting of 
reading stories and. developing 
general vocabulary, number ana 
concepts of time', space and size 
undertaken ' by parents at home. 
The programme was issued to the 
parents at weekly meetings ftt die 
locaLprimary or nursery, school by 
teachers. The' chlldred made sig- 


nificant galas Irrespective of social 
class. Thus deprived parent® etui 
help tiieir children to learn faster - 
given guidance 1 <and - support. Tho 
teachers concerned' found contact 
with. . parents toot a valuable • end 
easier man they had anticipated. 
Why did they doubt tltft in the 
first place? why were they stir- 
rlsed?

prised? Unfortunately these ques- 
tions were not aaleed. The next step 
muse bo to try to ■ replicate this 
work in other parts of the country. 

The third study On handicapped 
children showed that teachers -and 
play groups are willing to accept 
handicapped children into ordinary 
groups. However, they made few 
concessions to the need to provide 
additional help or different treat- 
ment for such children— a view 
which they Incidentally also held 
about gifted children. This unwil- 
lingness to differentiate- suggests 
how important further training is if 
handicapped children are to be suc- 
cessfully integrated. 

However, wriile some local -autho- 
rities such as Oxfordshire are 
foolish enough to toko decisions to 
close all their nursery schools and 
classes, rhe hopo for such, improve- 
ments as better record-keeping; 
more parental involvoment in their 
children's education or. the success- 
ful Integration o£ the handicapped 
begin to look Eke Utopian' dreams. 
There is a lot of fighting to be. done 
■ if the value of home of this research 
Is not to be lost.

This y L -ur the Association for 
Science Education met at the Uni- 
versity of Hull and there was less 
ii aw material on show than in 
surlier years. Griffin and George 
were showing their bio-systems kit 
a l £24 .05, a prototype of which 
appeared at the Inst meeting. This 
kit enables the biology teacher to 
construct h range of apparatus for 
physiological investigations includ- 
ing a respirometer or n potometcr. 
'A handbook provides detailed 
instructions on using the apparatus, 
which is easy to assemble and dis- 
mantle. From rhe samo firm there 
was a well designed new hand 
viewer for 35mm slides and film 
strips (£4.23). They also had somo 
now demonstration material. Indus- 
trial melanism (£7.87) consisted of 
mounted specimens of normal, 
intermediate and melanie pepper 
moths, and the comparative ana- 
tomy series included a set of eight 
different femora at £36 mounted on 
.a display board. 

A relative newcomer to the ex- 
hibition i$ Brocklabs, who dis- 
played a range of slide sets and 
work sheers exploiting new areas of 
biology such as selection and Cetaea 
N-emora-lis at £1.95, and a slide set 
with a viewer and a work pro- 
gramme covering areas of CSE and 
0 level biology. The slides ore 
supplied as a strip with plastic 
mounts and the container easily con- 
verts into a viewer. It is very 
reasonably priced at £3.85, 

WTA bad a prototype of a very 1 
attractive looking electronic 




thermometer at £1 10, with a range 
of -55 deg C tn 150 deg C. Its 
quoted accuracy is A deg C and it 
uses a liquid crystal display. They 
also introduced a scries of three 
data stdre units with a storage 
capacity of 250, 500 and 1,000 bits. 
These are mains or buttery powered 
and priced . between £120 to £240. 
I tulip Harris Biological, after their 
successful introduction of an animal 
tissue culture kit somo years ago, 
have developed one for plant tissue 
culture for £8.25. Tills enables the 
investigator to propagate small 
plantlets from cauliflowers. The kit 
provides the media, cuntHiners and 
full instructions. 

. Last year- Philip Harris intro- 
duceil their data memory unit with 
« range of sensor units. This 
enables an automatic record of 
experimental results to be made, 
for example, from a light meter or 
n temperature sensor. The results 
can be rcpjitycd via an oscilloscope 
or a clutrt recorder. This year they 
have produced two additional units 
to be used in the system : a simple 
respiro meter at £17.85 and a poto- 
rnctcr at £9.45, bot-h of which will 
be of panic lilac value to biologists. 
For the uninitiated student the early 
stages of dissection pro crucial 
since organs and blood vessels are 
so easily damaged. 

' Although even aL sixth form level 
far less dissection is 'carried out 
nowadays, most sixth form biolo- 
gists have to dissect rats. Philip 
Harris have developed a rat dissec- 
tion pack comprising a filmstrip, 
a comprehensive student guide, and 
teachers’ notes. It costs £9.75. 
Other items which Caught my eye 
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Osmlroid rotary thermometer ; Harris time nnd speed computer. 


were a revised human chromosome 
analysis set — £4.75 — and n- new set 
of electron micrograph prints— 
£2.40. Finally, there whs a safety 
resource pack at £25, providing 
' mnterlal for an introductory course 
for 11 to 13 year olds. 

Osmlroid has a pond and stream 
study kit for £19, containing appar- 
atus and guides to enable a junior 
class to Investigate a freshwater 
habitat. It includes nets, pond dip- 
pers, lenses, pipettes and a book to 
identify freshwater animals. I 
noticed quite a range of new micro- 
scopes. Griffin and Gcorgo have 
two new junior microscopes. One, 
the Griffin Minor, £27.76, is for 
elementary work with magnification 
up to 200 times. The other is a 
junior stereoniicroscopc, £34, with a 
magnification of 20 times. 

Philip Harris also had a student 
microscope at £39.80 with four objec- 
tives on a rotatable nosc-plccc. The 
interesting feature of this model Is 
a base which can be rotated so that 


the micro scope can be used upright 
or sl anted towards die viewer. 
Bausch and Lomb had a new low 
power zoom monocular at £63.25, 
with a magnification from 50 to 
200 times, and a stereomicroscope at 
£92.10, with a magnification of 20 
times. It is designed to be used 
with both incident nnd transmitted 
light. Irwln-Dcsmon introduced the 
TZO range of microscopes from 
Poland, based on a modular svstem, 
with prices from nruund ClOO to 
about £225. 

Finally, E. J. Arnold showed two 
microscopes from Holland, ibc E Uni- 
mex Intermediate, £69.16, and the 
senior, £103.74. Tlie inter mediate 
has two eye-pieces and two objec- 
tives, the senior a wide field eyc- 

E iecc and three objectives. It also 
us a novel rotating stage.

It is 
possible to start for about £200 and 
then additions can .be made which 
increase the sophistication, in same 
canes as far as building one’s own 
microcomputer. Individual details 
and prices differ end it would be 
necessary to consult the various 
catalogues and to know how fat- you 
wish to go before making the Initial 
purchase. All manufacturers will 
demonstrate -their apparatus' to in* 
dividual schools, and some are pre- 
pared to run free courses for a 
reasonable number of teachers.

The study of energy lias been 
part of science courses for a long 
time end may indeed be elevated 
to the status of a unifying theme 
in 6oma integrated science schemes. 
Energy transformations and tho 
universal principle of the conserva- 
tion of energy «ro prominent in 
such courses. (TlmugJi one might 
ask haw well the principle is 
understood.) 

Tho front page of n November 
Dally Mali offered " Another I0p 
on Petrol" on the lead story, hut 
further down an item ahum 
improvements Jn the design of 
hyorogon-fuolled cars elided : “ The 
main advantage is that there would 
be no danger of hydrogen running 
out — at can easily bo produced from 
water Thore was no recognition of 
the' fart that it must cost nt least 
as much energy to obtain Uyrdogen 
from water n>g one can recover by 
burning it. The Juxtaposliioh of the 
two scodos Is thoroughly mislead- 
ing ; one wonders whether deliber- 
ately so or out of ignorance. 

But the conservation of energy 
principle, which says that energy 
cannot be created or destroyed, is' 
■ n ot the same as energy conserva- 
tion— ho vv to use less fuol and make 
sura there is some left for our 
Ettmdohlldren. If children took the 
Idea of energy conservation seri- 
ously, they might ask why we need 
to worry about tho amount of fuel 
we use If ell we are doing is trans- 
forming one form of energy to 
another. 

• At oho level this calls for same 
kind of discussion of the ideas of 
the second law of thermodynamics. 
Indeed It is Juat this apparent para- 
dqx yip* hitroduces tho treatment of 
the second law, in Nuffield Ad* 
Vafoced * Physics. Such ideas arc 
arguably besf . left for older stu- 
aents, although one' does not have 
to introduce the - subtle ideas of 
entropy and disorder : . the Idea that 
Wfc v«ed up in doing Jobs and 
mawne tarings go seems an obvious 
pile. Perhaps the socially vital les- 
Sons on energy conservation could 
precedo those on the sclenUfically .

Purr 1, the Context 
of Energy Resources, deals with 
the nature of energy and energy 
problems ; the demand for ana 
supply of energy; and impacts of 
energy usage. Energy resources.

If, because the school's hom- 
ing system is not properly con- 
trolled, teachers hove U» open wide 
c lass rou in windows to prevent 
children falling asleep— thou 
many of the lessons wo might try 
to teach, with nr without the 
i mnterinls mentioned, may go out of 
the window ton. 

According to a recent survey 
Energy Mnnogeme/u for Schools, 
one school could have saved a 
quarter of its fuel by better man- 
agement. The vital lessons of 
energy conservation will he much 
more effective if we set our own 
house in order.

mhle list of sub-headings. It is 
arm lust such a background that 
VP\s The Earth 2'oduy,‘ Britain 
series should be judged, since it 
rerjects tiie substantial changes 
which Roogruphy has undergone in 
ui the last two dccudos. 

The distinctive characteristics of 
place and region remain as elements 
in tiie presentation, but they are no 
iniiRor the primary focus. Indeed, 
it is refreshing to find here (hat 
no single theme dominates the 
geographical perspective. Instead, 
wo nre offered n variety of ap- 
proaches to systematic understand- 
ing, including historical surveys, 
description of present features end 
put ter ns, analysis of recent trends 
and cuse studies of the complex 
background to ninny current prob- 
lems.

A few years ago a Swiss Alpine 
resort received complaints from 
visitors that the traditional Alpine 
cows, complete with bells, were no 
longer port of the ambience. 

The locals, who had deserted 
dairying for the more lucrative 
tourism, under pressure from the 
Syiuficut il' Initiative, remedied the 
mutter the following year by allow- 
ing_ crows 10 wander freely over the 
alpine pastures although none lind 
time to spare to see chat the cows 
gnve milk. 

The challenge and modification 
to ihc traditional way of life is* die 
theme of the filmstrip Swiss Alpine 
V n lie us in Transition. 

The area under study is the dis- 
trict of Entremom in Canto 11 Valnis, 
a French-speaking part of south- 
west Switzerland. The area is 
called locally the Pays tic Tiois 
Danses and previously the three 
valleys, were isolated, the inhabit- 
ants simply cultivating the small 
arable fields around each village. 
With the connug of modem cam- 
mimics Lions (tiie Vnl d'Enticinont 
now takes the Swiss-Italiun traffic 
via the St. Bernard Pass and Tuuuel 
and a new auto -route opened to 
Hamburg in 1977) the way of life 
has been radically altered 

Tho fctrip opens with the kind of 
mnp/dLiigram familiar to students 
of ski-brochures, showing die dis- 
position of the main villages, the 
rnnpen (middle pastures) and tiie 
alpagc (high summer pastures). In 
the next few frames we see set [fo- 
ments at successively higher levels 
until we reach the AJjiugo CoJ du 
Trona whord tile work of tiie siim- 
mc 11 dairy hands is aided hy inccli- 
anizntlon. 

At higher levels no such mechan- 
ization Is nvnilnbie. the workers aro 
fower 4 and the milk is tiirndd by 
traditional mothods into chocses, A 
frame of this process Is, predictably, 

| contrasted with thul of the old- 
fashioned dairy nt Orsiorcs, 

Tho problems, of arable fields arc. 
discussed ; in particular the consoli- 
dation of land parcels previously 
divided by inheritance laws into 
areas too small to work. Even so 
the size of die consolidated- parcels . 
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with particularly creative use being 
made of stiperimposcil images, rind 
of lnulriplc images within a single 
frame. Tho 16-20 page handbooks 
which support each filmstrip exceed 
by f ur did trad itiona I no tion of 
accompanying notes. The material 
is structured to meet the needs of 
every teacher ; _ a few key seuteuccs 
for the wenk-willed, a succinct sum- 
mary of definitive points for the 
busy, and a surprisingly compre- 
hensive expansion of associated 
themes for those with die time and 
inclination to dwell at depth. 
Optional cassettes are available with 
a recorded version of the key 
sentences. 

T4ie variety of approach adopted 
makes it impossible to generalize 
about die contents or structure of 
the filmstrips. “ Transport M is 
atypical, split equally between gea* 
grnpby nnd history, This blend 
offers ideal material for a study of 
transport development, but pre- 
cludes in-dopdi treatment of cur- 
rent problems. A number of lin- , 

e ortaut issues ore raised briefly, ■ 
nt limitations of space encourage I 
rn tiler bland bluck-aud-iriiite cyaIii- 
uiioiks Ilf cnniplt-K muLLurs.

Tiie tragic semantic gap between 
British litotaryisni and -the itiuure of 
fedmalogicnl warfare . with which 
FusSell is so uuremitdngly [and 
brilliantly concerned, renfinds us 
that die wur was itself a fpilitre of 
imagination. This in return reminds 
us . that the famous prefggo to 
Owen’s poems about the poetry 
bring in the pity and him not bring 
concerned vndi poetry was 1 written 
in a hurry and would surely, as die 
tape itself convincingly suggests, 
huve been revised. What be calls 
" poetry ” should be qualified. . 

In bringing togedter two forms 
of failed imagination Owen shows 
himself ris a great modernist poet. 
The dearii ri this aatoaishiiiHly 
talented and inspiring 25-year-old a 
few days before Armistice, after he 
had survived some of the heaviest 
fighting of the War, still stirs one 
to pity and indignation.

Unfortiuiatcdy, 
wlior equally Important themes 
like marketing, quoins and subsi- 
dies ,ai*o dismissed with lktlo dc- 
volojnuont. The overall coverage 
is, however, both acrid aniically aiid 
technically impressive, nod many 
teachers udll bo eager to seo fur- 
ulier additions to the series.

CHRISTOPHER GRIFF1N-BEALE profiles John Bell, secretary of the 
Schools Broadcasting Council

A rciir-ndinimi might seem mi incon- 
gruous figure to take the holm nF 
the Sell n olfi Broadcasting Council 
Che budy established and entirely 
financed by die BBC yee indepen- 
dent of it, to represent educational 
interests to the Corporation. But 
John Bell, the SBC’s new secretary, 
an enthusiastic man in his fifties, 
would he nobody’s stereotype of a 
naval commander. 

Until lie joined die SBC a few 
mottths buck to prepare fur Ills 
new posting he had spent Ids entire 
career in naval education, sutninfi 
as nn Instructor lieutenant m 
Greenwich alongside David Atten- 
borough ami another future senior 
BBC executive, Kenneth Lamb. He 
rose in become director of naval 
education which embraces a sui- 

f rlsingly diverse range of activities, 
cam schools far tha children of 
naval porsoiMiel to postgrad tintc 
courses , overlapping with training 
and — by some historical quirk — in- 
cluding responsibility for the Navy's 
meteorologists and oceanographers. 
His commitment to education could 
be measured in another way : he 
has Amassed three degrees before 
and during his naval career. 

Bell identifies many similarities 
between the BBC and the Navy as 
organizations, down to an intriguing 
parallel between young naval cup-' 
tains at sea anti BBC producers, iti 
the extent and limit of their 
autonomy. 

To expect any great change in SBC 
or BBC educational policy front the 
time of Bell’s' predecessor John 
Robinson, would be to misread the 
influence of Individuals. But Bell’s 
I* “ hey job, liaising between the 
BBC and the constituent parts of 
this rather strange body, which Rciih 
established In 1929 ns a- buffer be- 
tween the Corporation and the edu- 


cational world, preserving the BBC's 
u ut uno my, yet assuring the educa- 
tional World that the BBC’s schools 
output reflected educational princi- 
ples mid classroom need- 

Although proposals come from 
BBC Ucpurtmonis, program digs are 
produced " at tho request of the 
School Broadcasting Council for the 
UK ” anti can only be made with 
its approval. Later there came a 
Further (now Continuing) Educa- 
tion Advisory Council, oT which Bell 
is nlso secretary. Its influence is 
purely advisory and it lucks the 
S DCs power of veto. 

The SBC for the UK meets 
formally only twice a year, so most, 
discussion of proposals is under- 
taken by numerous programme sub- 
committees — “tho powerhouse of 
the organization " according to Bell. 
However, they all draw on the field- 
work of the education officers’ 
technically SBC staff, wlio traverse 
the country's classrooms to promote 
and observe the use of BBC prog- 
rammes. 

Although smite observers have 
expressed fears about the stability 
uF the BBC's educational craft in 
the chappy economic waters pre- 
dicted far the 1980s, Bell is 
robustly, and reassuringly, confident 
about the BBC’s continuing com- 
mitment to formal educational 
provision. 

If rite licence fee again fails, tn 
keep pace with inflation (the BBC 
regards the Latest, apparently sub- 
stantial, increase us barely suf- 
ficient!, might not this focus 
attention on the auamalv rhnr all 
this schools material, and the SBC 
Itself, which might properly be a 
charge on local or national educa- 
tion budget, is in fact fin A need by 
BBC licence payers? Before the 
war, when the Corporation was 
economically buoyant, ReitU dec-

Apart from the obvious impracti- 
cdlirics of the scheme she nuts 
forward, there are assumptions 
which need to be examined care- 
fully. One is (bat the tensions which 
exist between some pupils and some 
teachers at upper secondary school 
level can be eliminated by strata- 
gems of this sort. 

As every head knows, sntnc 
teachers would produce uproar In 
'u classroom full of Trap pise monks. 
It la a common fallacy to .supposa 
that, in n coordve situation brought 
about by compulsory attendance at 
school, there can ever be nn 
elimination of tensions . between 
sonic teachers and same pupils, ft is 
to do with human relationships, and 
not with curriculum. 

Making tho curriculum as rele- 
vant to the needs of pupils as 
possible, engaging pupils in 
decision-making . at . appropriate 
singes of their school lives, Involv- 
ing parents, governors mid other 
interested parties in curriculum 
decisions — nil these activities have 
their own justifications. 


The best teachers can hope to do 
is to develop hr understanding of 
tins young people with whom they 
deal, and tn learn the skills of 
niiimigjng young people in way& tiiut 
allow them to grow towards 
autonomy in (he given conditions 
of school life. 

Much excellent work on this has 
been done by such people as Doug- 
las Hamblin and ethers in the field 
of counselling, end increasing num- 
bers nf teachers nre becoming more 
professional In their dealings with 
pupils as a result. About 30 staff 
in my own school are engaged In 
group developmental work under 
the guidance of Leslie Button, of 
University College, Swansea. 

This entails practical work with 
groups of children on u regular 
timetable over a period of many 
mouths. It seeks to promote self- 
knowledge, self-confidence, trust 
and respect for persons in an 
informed and skilful way, by tea- 
chers who are aware of the powerful 
and often destructive social pres- 
sures of peer groups on the beha- 
viour of individuals. 

People like Hamblin and Button 
iinvu Important things to say to 
teachers who arc dealing with the 
problems of lIic hero and now. 
They are helping young people to 
fulfil themselves in the realities of 
life as It exists for them in 1980. 

It is this kind of work that can 
make a direct contribution to tho 
improvement of relationships 
between pupils and teachers, not 
the apparently endless search for 
changes in curriculum which has 
gone on for tho last 20 years.

Cross country 
for juniors

Although the introduction of the 
AAA Five Star Awnn! 10 ycni-s ago 
widened the scone of junior school 
children's participation in athletics, 
long distance running still tends in 
be regarded as a secondary school 

f (reserve. But there nre no coiwinc- 
ng reasons for older junior school 
pupils not being allowed to run up 
to 2 km, ns long us the activity 
is a voluntary one, und providing 
that the children nre reasonably 
healthy. 

A number of highly respected 
coaches have supported this 
notion, claiming that the longer 
sprints are, potentially, move dan- 
gerous boenusd competitors, being 
never too far from the finish, can 
run themselves to exhaustion. Be- 
yond 400 metres young children 
simply cannot sustain running at a 
fast pace. 

If they sot off too fast they 


si in idy slow down or even walk. 
Junior pupils prefer to nvniil i lit* 
constant 440-yurd circuit «f truck 
races. Besides, imi many primary 
schools are fornmaie enough in 
possess a runuiun truck. 

’ Four years ago I ini reduced cross 
couiiiry running into nur jpt.ris 
programme. A flagged courso was 
set out on the sports Field, ami 
Inter extended in the adjoining 
park. At first the length of ihe 
course was limited m I J but, hul 
eventually, ns the children became 
fitter and more involved, )t was 
increased to 2 kin. 

Both boys and girls in ilieir 
fourth year look pnri, ami for 
Added interest several harriers hi 
the form of small gm e-like const ruc- 
tions, hurdles und climbing frames 
were placed u round ihe course. 
Such barriers -have no part in 
modern adult: cross country run- 
ning, but for young children they 
provide an it's a Knockout atmo- 
sphere which adds to the fun and 
alleviates monotony.

Access to the 
tests

A recent question from, my nino- 
year-old daughter about verbal rea- 
soning tests brought home to me tbe 
anxiety 'I felt, not only at tho choice 
of school which will be available to 
her in just under a year's lime, but 
also tho fact that such a choice will 
bo decided by the outcome of a test 
on which I could offer her no help 
or guidance. 

1 telephoned the ILEA to see if 
there was any parental access to 
past verbal reasoning tests, and was 
told emphatically that they nre not 
shown to parents. It is ILEA policy, 

I was told, but, if you wtfnt to press 
it further, you should contact an- 
other department. 

Two departments later I stumbled 
upon a helpful lady, who told me 
that the tests were not shown to, 
parents because of the obvious risk 
of such information being misused. 
After all, she said, the papers could : 
fall Into the hands of the press anu 
bo used for. all sorts of purposes. 

When I . explained that all . ! 
wanted to do was. see exactly what 
forni tuie. test. took, much as on older 
student feels the need to look, at 
past GCE papers, I met with the 
‘“mediate response that of course 
the VRT is not an exam in the nor- 
mal sense of. the word. 

The tests being taken at the 
moment are, she said, totally anbny-' 
mous. Tho results are for the cetti 
tral computer,- which.' analyses 
overall Area results and feeds tbera : 
back to individual head teachers, so 


they can compare them nguimst 
their own assessments. 

But. she said, really our policy is 
that tho test papers should not leave 
the Individual school’s premises, so 
that if parents just wanted to see u 
copy of * paper, the ILEA would

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More than half of New Zealand's secondary schools 
have adults learning alongside children. Sylvia Goodman looks at 
the advantages of this development 


The Idea of adults going back to school is 
not a now one.' (Jut it is' probably only in New I 
Zealand that it is being put into effect on a 
large scale. Amiuiigh in some cases there 
may be only half a dozen adult students, 
other schools now lutve adults accounting for 
more than n quarter of their ainiunl intake. 

It is no secret that fulling school roils were 
a major reason for the development of ihe 
adult intake in dny schools. No doubt initially 
it seemed u cheap and easy method of keep- 
ing teachers occupied. But, as so often hap- 
pens with the education _ of adults, those 
Involved have become increasingly con- 
cerned, end nre now deeply committed to the 
project for its own sake an A for its wider 
implications. 

The principal nf Aororc College (most 
secondary schools in New Zealand are culled 
colleges) rcgtirds it ns “merely a surface 
indication ... of rite view that education is 
not something which starts at the age of five 
and comes ro an ubrupt halt at the age ot 
15 or 16, but that It consists, af experiences 
rhot continue on right through lifu”. 

He sees adults in day school as one exprei- 
sloti of the total need for community educa- 
tion in the part of Auckland sewed by .the 
college. This seems to be generally true m . 
schools operating the system on any ^scak), -. 
although the emphasis varies : In ©ruf school . 
the adult day-intake might be the : corner- 
stone of their policy. In others it ii just one 
of many a.-pcti*. 

New Zealand has recently become uuvro 
(as which Western country luis not?) nr ihe 
concept of '* community **. This has vc.»ulted, 
among other things, in n Him ted aHneniioii 
of funds ti» selected schools to help them 
implbmcm .i policy of community education. 
Aorere College is one of liie 'lucky ones, unv 
rho financhil aid Inn been used to eottend the • 
normal school guidance aecvlcos, «o that they 
have two full-time and -two liwlf-thne coun* , 
sailors ond, in uddition, are able to give a 
small time nljowancc to oihei* suuf involved 
in guidance work. 

This exists for the benefit of the dill drew 
as well ns uduUs. but it does mean that tiiere 
is a network of people geared to help all 
sDudeuts in tbe choice of Appropriate courses 
and careers, and with any problems, personal 
or educational, which may arise during thoif 
time at school. 

Howlands College, Wellington, with only 
goodwill and some token remission, 1ms 
appointed u dean for adult students. In the 
©vent ho has to perform many of die tunc-, 
tions carried out by Aorere’s counsellors, but 
In addition tr» his normal teaching load. 
Hadley High School, Christchurch, § has: 
deliberately devoted some of its ordinary 
resources to supporting the adult intake, and 
three members of staff with a sizable 
involvoment in it have some remission to 
help them cope. 

Hagtey Uaa the hu gest odult day-intake of 
any school in New Zealand. Their current 
roll is 780 adolescents and 220 adults — 28 per 
cent. Most of the adults enrolled (75.5 per 
cent) have committed themselves to four or 
five subjects, which means full-time uttend- 
tt *tee throughout tho school week. 

The vast majority return to school at the 
15 plus level. Even if they have never studied 
tho subject before, they are able to slot into 
the level of knowledge which the children in 
tiie class have achieved in the lower forms. 
They arc, however, given considerable help 
in the choice of sub jeer, the level nt which 
they should enter. Its relevance to their future 
ambitions, and the volume of vfovk they arc 
taking on. 

The schools which take the project seriously 
produce very detailed notes to hrip potential 
students find their way around tha school

Through their commitment,' adults learn 
faster, concentrate herder than children, and 
progress more quickly. One teacher sugges- 
ted that this was due not only to the ,fact 


availing themselves of this new opportunity 
(it Is only since 1974 iliat there hoi been 
official blessjng far the idea) are young 
women — mothers of pre-sdhool and primary 
chUriren—and as a result the schools with a 
large intake nil operate a crfeche. Even in an 
area where the majority of children are in 
their teens, the adullta who actually come 
have young children. 

Purents are seldom at school with their 
own children.. There appears to' be a high 
proportion -of solo parents. ' It would bfc 
useful to know whether this is because of 
the cr&clie, or the difficulty of getting out to 
attend evening classes. 

The survey conducted' by the Department 
of Extension Studies in tile University of 
Canterbury on adult learning activities in 
Christchurch suggest that both potential and 
actual adult learners tend to think in terms 
of secondary schools when considering a 
likely venue, and “'it may be chat even, more 
participation in adult learning ivould occur 
if secondary schools were to ibake their 
programmes more widely known, for the 
evidence of this suivey indicates that 
although the Technical Institute outranks 
them in popular awareness of their adult 
study roles, they are nevertheless used on 
a wider, and totally voluntary basis,'* 

This comment refers to traditional evening, 
class programmes run - by the schools as 
well, but It is. noteworthy that a preponder- 
ance of adults should still regard school 
as the main source of adult education,' 
despite the negative associations it . .un- 
dauntedly has.. 

Adults in school seem to thrive, though 
success is clearly related to initial, guidance 
and placement. They are in genoral very 
highly motivated, with specif Id goals, such 
□s tho gaining or improving of qualifications, 
usually-'-though not always— to help them 
• wicli job prospects. ... , , V. ; 

English is tho most popular subject, and. 
typing, maths and shorthand rank fairly 
high- Other subjects with ft wldo appeal are. 


usod to making- decisions and choicqa. 

Teachers who have adults In their dosses 
all speak enthusiastically about it, although 
some who teach in the same schools but do 
not have mixed classes aro apprehensive. 
Those already in wived, however, all feel 
they are kept on their toes by having adulw 
in die doss, and find they have to think more 
about their teaching techniques. They have 
to adapt to using other people’s experience, 

. and to think about the balance of the ‘class. 
They also tend to use smaller groups, and bo- 
more experimental' in their teaching. 

Tho teachers all talk about the high moti- 
vation of their adult students, and the influ- 
ence thin has on creating higher standards 
for the whole .class. The greater application 
and faster learning of the adults raise the 
level of expectations, ' and ' simply having 
other adults ill the ’Class, and -around the 
school, makes, for improved discipline.* 

• Children clearly benefit' greatly from many 
of these factors. But one or. two teachers, 
did have a few doubts on their behalf, whilst 
feeling that overall staff, adults and, chi Wren 
gained. -Some- children do seem to feel that 
their private domain Is being infringed, and 
not unnaturally resent special adult privi- 
leges such as smoking (although m 


not unnaturally resent special acuit privi- 
leges such as smoking (although most schools 
confine this to specifically designated- u adult 


confine this to specifically designated w adult 
areas viz common room, refrcshmeijt area, 
wcj. 

One on two teachers have, had t-o yoassvrc' 
sixth-formers that thou; chances of a.uuiver* 
sitv- place will not 'be' diminished because 
adult students are also seeking to coiitinue 
their studies -tit a higher level. The few 


children whose parents or relatives do ntteml 
the same school nre ‘liable to suffer from 
Che derision of their peers. 

The mix docs work, but ic takes time, 
Adult's' may bo impatient of what the chil- 
dren cannot grasp ; children may resent a. 
talkative adult. 11m. belli groups arc gradu- 
ally extending their experience iu a new 
way, and Icarniny to understand a different, 
viewpoint. In rhe long run, Qduhs arc likely 
to become more attuned to modern teenagers, 
and children will, at the very, least, become 
Hwaro that learning does nnt cense at 1G. 

'L'hc benefits which mny accrue to a school 
indubitably outweigh the low ensi* nf setting 
up the scheme. Unlikely people with unusual 
expertise nnd n bncki'.ruuud which miphe 
help them communicate with difficult teen* 
liifct-s are brought Into the «|wwl— coma 
to learn, stuy to teach, where the school ia 
sufficiently flexible to assist with training. 

Touchers become aware of liMming needs 
mitsidn die acbv.il, and of tins many uinappcd 
skills and tailents within the community - 
which c«M] be brought Into play through race 
and Imagination. Outsido the wjl Is,. ail ,n jitter* . 
sinndlng of tho. functions pf education can 
grow through greater involvement with the 
process, und a consequent lessening of mis- 
trust. 

Novei-tlieloss, jnany questions are posed. 
There are very specific problems associated 
with stdult learning, .uni must school teacher a 
are nor even uwaro of their existence. Some 
methods which may be appropriate tn tho 
teaching of (idolc see nta arc «t best iinlirluful 
to -adults. Teacher education does not include 
compulsory courses on tho toad ting of ncfults, 
although on past showing H Is likely flint 
in the course of their lives the majority of 
school teachers will at sonic stafeo be engaged 
in teaching mlirits. ‘ 

Now ZoakuKf, like many, other countries, 
has spare capacity in her teachers’ colleges, 
Tt would soom appropriate that thoy should 
look to meeting the ncod -t-ho adult Intnko 
In scfliools has created for In-service training 
in. adult learning and teaching, and to review- 
ing die relovniico of similar material to iniv 
tiat teacher .training. . . 

Again, New Zeeland Is not nlono In having ‘ 
falling secondary sell on 1 rolls. It could be a 
valuable exercise .for other countries with 
Similar problems to look at rha New Zealand 
experiment and learn from her experience. 
The neyd the project Appears to be meeting ’ 
fa chat of young mothers who Are seoklng 
to equip themselves to re-enter the workforce 
at a higher leval than they left it. 

.-They are people for whmn the -school'; 
experience was not so daunting that, they, 
fear to npproadh it again, nor so long ago 
Lhit they reel wholly ®liep to it. They, have . 
specific vocational goals. of which they aro 
in. general aware, and more nebulous arid 
less conscious social and self-developmental 
needs. 

They are adults -who would learn mova 
. effectively If their teachers wore made 
aware of their peculiar learning difficulties. 
They nre for ihe most part mothers, and 
need either cifechc facilities or a day whose 
timing permits them to convey their primary

HEBRIDEAN ODYSSEY 

1 did too much fi»nd left much undone but this was one of the finest tours 
1 have ever undertaken, writes Dudley Wilson 


The Hebrides ccrtninly stir the 
imagination and exert powerful 
attracting forces ou travellers : so 
many communities, so different 
and varied in their way of life, *0 
distant and remote, their home- 
lands invariably of grand natural 
beauty, beleaguered by storms and 
taehed by winds. 

Two small islands in particular 
brought special status to the 
Hebrides as tourist uttrattioitt — 
Staff a, announced to die world os a 
geological marvel by Sir Joseph 
Banks in 1772, and Iona, IM 


Banks in 1772, and Iona, tlie 
Sacred Isle, a place of Christian 
pJ^grlmuge. Fingnl's Csvc on- Staffs 
attracted Lite leading poetic lights 
of the last century. Queen Victoria 
herself came, wondered and 
approved in her Townal. But it .j 
M endelwolm's Overture The 
Hebrides which has perhaps given 
the region its widest renown and 
its molt romantic effusion. 

Add to this Hie modern tra- 
veller's lust for commodities such 
as whisky and tweed and you have 
material reason euough for such a 
journey. Whisky is amply catered 
for with a concentration 'of distil- 
leries, each with its own idyllic 
bay, on Islay 10 the south; tweed 
is beat inspected in Stornoway on 
Lewis far north. 

1 Fishermen for salmon and trout 
. have long, spent happy days with 
“ iMr glltles on the lochs which 
'iatcr . North Uist. Sportsmen have 
**mg known of Europe's best snipe 
shooting on Tiree. The Skye 
Culfaiis ore undoubtedly Britain’s 
finest mountain ridge best seen from 

■ " e ®1uval Bheag or from Ord on 
Slcat at sunset. The boat excursiou 
from . Elcol to Loch Coruisk 
beneath the Cullin horse-shoe Is 
difficult to surpass anywhere espe- 
cially if one returns on foot along 
Loch Scdvaig via the “bad step” 
track. 

One tourist thrill of the past is

visited on cruises arranged by the 
National Trust of Scotland or by 
lobster boat from Tarbert, where it

Irmn earlier settlers, some physical 
facts would not come amiss. There 
are more than 50G Hebridean 
islands, not counting skerries ; 
there is habitation, sometimes just, 
the lighrlinuso keepers, on over (i0. 
There arc two main chains : the 
Outer Hebrides, also known as the 
Long Isle or Western Isles, stretch- 
ing from t>lio Butt of Lewis to 
Barra 'Head, and the Iliner. 
Hebrides from Skyo to Jslny, a 
sweep of some 140 miles. 

These Islands pro separated from 
the mainland by the Minch, 1 a 
notoriously lurchy sound given td 
storms. All are windswept but 
many have sheltered spots where 
surprisingly exotic shrubs, tree and 
plants flourish as jn Kilotan 
garden on Co Ion say. _ Much is, 
however, hare — there is the bare 
harshness of exposed gneiss rock 
on Harris or die bare pcstlands of 
Lewis. Everywhere is a vast sky of 
scudding clouds, fresh, rain-puri- 
fied uir, fast changing seas which 
reflect light to create that lmina- 
sity so widely remarkd upon. 

Tackling t such a huge tract of 
island territory crammed with in- 
terest presents something of a pro- 
blem.

They stav at pubs, bring their car

This strikes me as a lifetimes 
approach well nigh perfect in paco 
and style. Yet some would be impa- 
tionL possibly on a once only ven- 
ture, to take in more sights, make 
more contrasts and try in mor 
places for better weather. 

For such grand tourers Cale- 
donian Mncbroyhe who run 
steamers and car ferries from the 
mainland into the Hebrides, have 
several attractively priced arrange- 
ments which they call Island Hop- 
scotch. Tlie.se much reduced rates 
are available for cars, caravans, 
trailers, cycles and passengers on 
multi-route trips out of Oban and 
Ullapool for most Hebridean desti- 
nations. 

Hebridean Drive Away Is another 
Idea which has found favoyr. These 
are two or three day motor tours 
using your own .car and the ferries 
as hotels. ' This costs from' £85 and 
covers cabin for two, cm\ freight, 
breakfast and supper on board. 

My special favourite is 4 the Car 


Rover. Thix real Frecilniii-iif-tlie-isles 
aril emir coal C72 for my cur unit

heap cabins overnight on board at 
Oban and Lochboisdalo facilitated 
early starts for fuller duys on 
arrival and kept costs down. 

My firmest reconimandntion is 
reserved for tho time of year 00 
undertake your Hebridean odyssey.* 
Go in early summer — the late Spring 
Bank Holiday period is perfect. 
Hie advantages are overwhelming. 
Pew travel so far at this time, even 
fewer foreigners, for Continental 
Whir holidays no longor coincide. 
Prices in hotels and on steamers 
are lower. Accommodation is read- 
ily available— an important con- 
sideration when clearly island faci- 
lities are limited. 

The clinching arguments are in 
the hands of nature. In May and 
June the Hebrides have most sun- 
shine— an astonishing 234 hours art 
Tiree— and best chance of dry wea- 
ther. But ha -ready for stiff winds, 
at all times, it is the season when 
birds In .profusion are nesting. I 
approached fulmera on low Jeagee 
Just feet from my path. Guillemots 
screamed at me from their' gulley 
nests on Barra and I picked, my 
way amongst oyster catcher nests 
an rocky Coll. 

On the ground machair, mat 
tapestry of buttercups, daisies, tre- 
foil, clover and pansy woven over 
sand which spreads down to west- 
ern coast shores, is in full bloom.
